slow fi. moving the crop. There are 
too few cars and insufficient motive 
power. And yet the establishment 
of a sample market would further 
lengthen the time of transit and les- 
sen the abilities of the railways. to 
handle the crop. 

Next fall, one of the railways will 
be hauling into Winnipeg at least 500, 
carfoads of grain every day Should 
a sample market be established the 
grain would be sold by separate car- 
loads on sample, and ordered out on 
time. The whole railway yard can- 
not be switched to pick out a partie- 
ular car as each order is received, so 
that there will have to be a rule to 
start switching cars every night after 
five o'clock. This means, therefore, 
that a car of grain reaching Winnipeg 
after eleven o'clock on Saturday 
morning would not start to be switch- 
ed until after five o'clock on Monday 
evening, as the grain would not be 
disposed of at the grain exchange be- 
fore Monday. 


Cars that reached Winnipeg before 
eleven o'clock Saturday morning and 
were switched Saturday evening 
would be shipped on Sunday. But 
on Monday there would be no grain

Then, taking into consideration the 
glut that wonld take place at the lake 
front through the rush of grain there 
in the first part of the week owing 
to the hold up at Winnipeg over Sun- 
day, it is not an exaggeration to say 
that the power of the railways to 
move the crop would be reduced by 
twenty-five per cent. 

The agitators for a-sample market 
are saying that the railways should 
add to their rolling stock and yard 
facilities. But every man who exer- 
elses common sense knows that not- 
withstanding their heavy expendi- 
tures and every effort they. were able 
to make the railways have heen barely 
able to keep up with the large in- 
creases in the crops produced in the 
West. It is apparent, therefore, that 
if the railways are hampered in their 
movement of the crop to the extent 
of twenty or twenty-five ner cent, that 
the grain blockade will be worse than 
‘ever before. 

The western farmer is well aware 
that a grain blockade always works 
to the detriment of those who raise 
the grain and to the advantage 
those who buy grain and hold ft in 
their elevators. The results of the 


grain blockade of last fall are still 
felt in the West Let the farmers 
consider the results of a blockade 


twenty-five per cent worse than the 
last one before thev consent to the 
establishment of a sample market and 
{ts attendant evils.

IMPERIAL NAVAL 


Premier Borden and Cabinet 


DEFENCE = 
WILL BE DISCUSSED IN LONDON 


Ministers Sail for England 


to Attend Conference -with Imperial Authorities 
on Questions Effecting the Empire 


Ottawa.—The premier and three of 
his ministers, Hon. Messrs. Uazen, 
Doherty and Pelletier have left for 
England on their Imperial mission. 


They expect to be absent about two 
months. 


Of most importance among. the 
questions to pe considsred by the 
Canadian ministers in London is of 


course the problem of Canada’s co- 
operation in Imperial naval defence. 

In this connection the premier and 
his colleagues, it is understood, are 
starting out with the intention of 
dealing in the conference with the 
Imperial authorities only with the 
broad lines as the fundamental basis 
of the whole problem so that a care 
fully matured plan may be evolved 
later. It is learned on good.authority 
that there is no expectation of evolv- 
ing any detailed plan this summer 
either for the creation of a Canadian 
navy or for direct contrubution by 
Canada -of war vessels to the Imper- 
jal fleet. The first issue to be set- 
tled according to the repeated state- 
ments of Premier Borden and Hon. 
Messrs Monk, Hazen, Doherty, Pel- 
letier and others of the ministers, 
both in public and in private is the 
questio.. of autonomy. 

The government is_ practically 
committed to demanding as a perman- 
ent basis for the Dominion’s co-op- 
eration in Naval defence, represent- 


ation on an Imperial council touch- 
ing the issues of war or peace affect- 
ing the welfare of the Empire as a 
whole. Premier Borden has explic- 
itly stated his belief in the feasibil- 
ity and necessity for the Dominions 
if they are to enter upon a system 
of naval defence, “having a greater 
yoice in the councils of the Empire 
than they have had in past years.” 
Hon. Mr. Doherty,, who will be with 
the premier and Hon. Mr. Hazen in 
direct conference with the admiralty, 
says: “The condition precedent to our 
undertaking to participate in the nay- 
al defence of the Empire is that we 
should be given an effective voice in 
the governing and determining of the 
foreign relations of the Empire.” The 
Same principle has been practically 
asserted by most of the other minis- 
ters. It would, therefore, appear that 
this larger principle must first be 
settled before Canada can expect any 
tangible effort on the part of the gov- 
ernment towards the establishment of 
a Canadian navy or towards direct 
contribution, : 

In addition to the naval question 
there are also to be discussed with 
the Imperial authorities the final set- 
tloement of the proposals for a uni- 
form Imperial naturalization law, Im- 
perial copyright, reduced Atlantic 
cable rates, lower postage rates with 
France and faster Atlantic service, as 
left over by the late government.

OPPOSE CHINESE LOAN 


The New Republic Is Experiencing 
Trouble on all Sides 

Pekin. — It is apparent that 
the forthcoming~“loan negotiations 
will be lengthy, and arduous. The 
government is confronted on the one 
side with violent provincial opposi- 
tion, which opposes any supervision 


bankers who desire increased control 
extending considerably beyond what 
was required in the case of previous 
advances. 

It is believed here that the govern- 
ment’s acceptance of the banker's 
present proposals would surely bring 
a violent outbreak on the part of the 
people in opposition to the lean. The 
unfavorable reception with which the 
comparatively mild terms of  super- 
vision in the case of «previous ad- 
vances were met, indicates the almost 
universal sentiment against such su- 
pervision. The government officials 
ho@ever, are confident that some ar- 
rangement will be reached, as there 
is need of funds, particularly for the 
payment of the troops. 

Opposition to the loan has created 
a dangerous situation which the gov- 
ernment realizes requires careful 
handling. In addition the govern- 
ment is contending against a serious 
growth of sentiment in favor of pro- 
vincial autonomy, threatening central 
control, which is considered essential 
to the preservation of the nation. 


FIVE MONTHS TO PREPARE 


Will Take Long Time to Complete 
Government Terminal Elevator 
Ottawa.—That it will take at the 
very least five months to prepare the 
working plans for the proposed new 
government terminal elevator was 
the opinion expressed by a_ well- 


. known contractor who is in the city. 


The further conviction of the author- 
ity is to the effect that good progress 
will have been made if the elevator 
itself is ready for the handling of 
wheat by the fall of 1913. That it 
should be ready by next fall, he 
states, is absolutely out of the ques- 
tion. 

The plans for the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific elevator, which has a capacity 
of only a little over that of the pro- 
posed new government structure, be- 
ing for 3,250,000 bushels, took nearly 
two years to perfect, while to gain 
some idea of the extent of such plant, 
it is clated that the working plant 
alone for the Port Colborne elevator 
weighed not less than 47,947 pounds.

FREIGHT HEARINGS IN WEST 


Dominion Rallway Commission Will 
Hold Sittings From Fort William 
to Victoria 


Ottawa—The Dominion railway 
commission will hold a series of sit- 
tings throughout the west this month, 
starting at Fort William on July 17, 
and reaching Victoria about the end 
of the month. At each of these sit- 
tings will be pleased to consider the 
representations of any individual or 
body interested in the western freight 
rate case, and every opportunity will 
be given for the hearing of public 
complaints. Though the commission 
realizes that the case has now reach- 
ed a stage where the railway and not 
the people are to be heard, it con- 
siders that these western. hearings 
may reveal certain traffic conditions 
which may be of value later in the 
formation of a judgment. 

While at Fort William the com- 
missioner will also hold an informal 
conference with the board of grain 
commissioners relative to certain 
points in which the two boards have 
mutual interests. 

The dates of the sittings are as 
follows: 

Fort William, July 17; Winnipeg. 
July 18; Moose Jaw, July 20; Regina, 
July 22; Saskatoon, July 23; Edmon- 
ton, July 24; Calgary, July 25; Van- 
couver, July 27; Victoria, July 30. 

The commission will be represent- 
ed by Acting Chairman D'Arcy Scott 
and Commissioners Goodevye and 
Mills. On July 3 a sitting will be 
held at Ottawa, at which a lengthy 
list of cases relative both to operation 
and traffic will be heard. This and 
four sittings in Quebec will conclude 
the mid-summer work of the commis- 
sion in the east.

LESSON |.—THIRD QUARTER, FOR 
JULY 7, 1912 


Text of the Lesson, Mark iii, 20-35. 
Memory verses, 28, 29—Golden 
Text, John iii. 19—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
Ihe lesson is found in Matt. xii as 

well as in Merk iii and is a sample of 

their treatment of Him whom they 
should have welcomed as their Mes- 
siah, but of whom it is written: “He 

Was in the world, and the world was 

Him, and the world knew 

Him not. He came unto His own, 

and His own received Him not” (John 

fF 10.19): In our lesson, verses 21, 

22, it is written that they said: “He 

is beside Himself. He hath Beelze 

bub ana by the prince of the devils 

Gasteth He out devils.” ‘they fre- 

quently told Him that He had a devil 

(John vii, 20; viii, 52; x, 20), and 

as early in the record as Matt. xii, 14, 

it is written that “the Pharisees went 

out and held a council against Him.” 


It was the old story of Ps. Ixxxi. 11, 
“My people would not harken to my 
voice, and Israel! would none of me.” 
Even in the days of Enoch, the sev- 
enth from Adam, we read of the un- 
godly and their words and deeds 
(Jude 15). It is also* written that at 
the end of thig age, to which we are 
fast hastening, there shall be only 


a form of godliness without the power 
and sound doctrine will not be en- 
dured (11 Tim. iii, 1-5; iv. 3). The 
great adversary, the father of Iles, 
who to Eve questioned the word of 
God and made God a liar, will yet 
gather the nations to make war with 
God's people, Israel, and the Lamb of 
God Himself, but beast and false pro- 
phet shall go alive to the lake of fire 
and the devil to the bottomless pit 
(Rev. xvii, 14; xix. 19, 20; xx, 1-3; 
Zech. xiv, 1, 2. 

Like the multitudes who clung to 
Him when here in humiliation and 
upon whom He always had compass- 
jon, there are multitudes now who 
would listen to the gospel if they 
could hear it, but many of the relig- 
ious leaders of today are as much 
against the gospel of God concern- 
ing His Son, Jesus Christ, as were 
the scribes and Pharisees against 
Jesus Christ. Those who today be- 
lieve that Jesus is God, the Creator 
of all things, who died for us, bearing 
our sins in His own body on the 
cross, rose from the dead, ascended 
to Heaven and is coming again to 
set up His kingdom of righteousness 
and peace ou this earth, are account- 
ed unlearned, ignorant, behind the 
times, narrow and all else that unbe- 
lieving words can describe. How ut- 
terly foolish seemed thelr accusatior 
in the light of His question, ‘How 
can Satan cast out Satan? (Verse 
23). How great and far-reaching His 
saying in verse 27, “No man can en- 
ter into a strong man's house and 
spoil his goods except he first bind 
the strong man.” The devil is the 
god of this world. blinding the 
minds of all unbelievers. The whole 


world lieth in the wicked one. And 
it was not wholly an untruth when he 
said to our Lord as he showed Him 
all the kingdoms of this world and 
the glory of them, “All that is de- 
livered unto me, and whomsoever I 
will, I give it.” (11 Cor. iv, 4; 1 John 
v, 19; Matt. iv. 8; Luke iv, 6). Those 
who talk of. winning the world for 
Christ do not seem to believe these 
truths nor consider the necessity of 
getting rid of the devil, but {t stands 
as our Lord said—the strong man 
must be bound before his goods can 
be taken. 

The unpardonable sin of verses 29, 
30, makes us think of 1 John v. 16; 
“Thereis-a’sin unto death. I do not 
Say that he shall pray for it.” Let 
us not forget verse 28 of our lesson. 
“All sins shall be forgiven unto the 
sons of men and blasphemetes where- 
with soever they shall blaspheme,” 
and also I John |, 7. “The blood of 
Jesus Christ cleanseth from all sin.” 
What, then, can this sin be that hath 
never forgiveness, but the persistent 
refusal to listen to the voice of the 
Spirit. whose delight is to point to 
Jesus Christ, who alone can forgive 
sins? As there is “none other name” 
(Acts iy, 12). :f that name is re- 
fused cr dishonored there can be no 
forgiveness, but only eternal damna- 
tion (verse 30). , 

As he was told that His mother and 
His brethren were without, desiring 
to speak to Him, He stretched forth 


His hand toward his disciples and 
said. “Behold my mother and my 
hrethren, for whoever shall do the 


will of my Father, which is in heaven, 
the same is my brother and _ sister 
and mother” (verses 81-35; Matt. xil, 
46-50). On another occasion He said, 
“My mother and my brethren are 
those which hear the word of God 
and do it’ (Luke vill, 21). When a 
certain one spoke of the blessedness 
of being His mother He said, “Yea, 
rather blessed are they that hear the 
word of God and keep it” (Luke xv, 
°8). We eannot but think of His 
words on the last night concerning 
such as keep His words becoming a 
mansion in which both He and His 
Father would dwell, At the same 
time He told His Father that certain 
ones had received the words which 
the Father had given Him for them 
(John xiv, 23; xvii. 8). Tam greatlly 
impressed by the fact that receiving 
His werds made Him so glad that He 
told His Father of it. How it must 
grieve Him to have His words treated 
as many of his professed friends treat 
them today. seemingly forgetting that 
all His words were not His, but His 
Father’a (John xi!, 49; xiv. 10). “We 
eau do nothing against the truth, but 


for the truth.’ (11 Cor, xill, 8).

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50,000 Unclaimed War Medals 


In two large strong rooms at is) 


wich Dockyard, Woolwich, Eng., are 
stored nearly 50,000 unclaimed 
South African medals. Hach is en- 
graved with the hame of the man 
to whom it was awarded. These 
men are not now with the colors, but 
a staff of clerks and a department 
armed with medal lists and regiment- 
al records are endeavoring to trace 
them, * 

Many of this lost legion are Irre- 
gulars who flocked to the British’ col- 
ors when war broke out, but who have 
since become scattered all over the 
world. One young man, for instance 
after the war, went prospecting in 
the interior. He turned up recently 
in Capetown after an absenceof near- 
ly ten years and asked for his med- 
al. It was given him. Similar de- 
mands from all parts of the British 
Empire are received nearly every 
week. " 

Hundreds of medals have been re- 
posing in regimental safes since 1904. 
At the end of ten years, according 
to the King’s regulations, those still 
unclaimed will be broken up and the 
silver debited to. the mint. Many 
men have refused the medal on the 
ground that it is ‘too cheap.’ 
quarters of a million of the medals 
were struck—a fact which may have 
been lightly regarded. 

But these South African awards are 
not the only medals at Woolwich 
awaiting claimants. There are 4,000 
medals (with names engraved) for 
the Zulu campaign of 1878-79, and also 
seven medals presented by the Brit- 
ish South African Company for the 
Matabcle campaign. Claims for the 
Crimean and Indian Mutiny medals 
are still made. On an average the 
India o‘fice give away twelve Mutiny 
medals a year, while the war office 
bestows one Crimean medal a year 
and replaces about ten lost medals.

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PROGRESS OF CREMATION 
Over Four Hundréd Cremations 


Montreal 


The British Medical journal in a re- 
cent article on the progress of cre- 
mation gives figures showing the 
growth of this method of disposing 
of the dead in Europe. 

The total number of cremations in 
Great Britain during 1911 was 1,023, 
which shows an increase of 177 as 
compared with 1910. Since the open- 
ing of the Working Crematorium in 
1885, there have been 9,984 crema- 
tious in Great Britain. At the pre- 
sent time there are 13 crematoriums 
in Germany, six of which started op- 
erations last year. A law has been 
recently passed permitting cremations 
in Prussia. ast 

In Switzerland there are now ten 
crematoriums, three of which belong 
to the municipalities of Basel, Geneva 
and Zurich. There were 1,210 cre- 
mations in Switzerland in 1910. 

There are about forty cremator- 
jums in the United States, twenty- 
eight in Italy, five in France, four in 
Sweden and Norway, two in Russia, 
one in Denmark, and one in Montreal,

Canada. 

The beautiful crematorium in 
Mount Royal cemetery at Montreal 
was opened in 1902,and up to the 


close of 1911, 401 cremations took 


place there.
